WASHINGTON,  Jan.  ».— Three  years 
will  be  required  to  bring  the  coal 
mines  of  Northern  France  up  to  full 
production  and  efface  the  devastation 
wrought  in  the  coalfields  by  the  re- 
treating Germans,  said  a  report  today 
to  the  fuel  administration  by  the  spe.

WARSAW,  Wednesday,  Jan.  ».— Vllna 
has  fallen  Into  the  hands  of  the  Bol- 
sheylki  army,  several  thousand  strong, 
which  drove  out  the  Polish  militia.  A 
massacre  of  cIvUiahs  began  at  once, 
partly  because  the  Poles  had  offered 
resistance  and  had  arrested  or  shot 
the  members  of  -  the  local  Bolshevlkl 
committees. 

The  Polish  troops,  who  had  no  can- 
non, and  only  a  few  cartridgea  per 
riflle,  and  were  under'  command  of 
General  Veltko,  retreated  to  L^novar- 
ovs,  where  tl^ey  were  disarmed  by  the 
Germans  and  sent  to  Blalystok.  There 
they  were  robbed  by  the  Oermans  and 
were  started  off  for  Polish  territory. 

Lentberg,  where  the  Poles  are  de- 
fending themselves  against  the  Ruth- 
enlans,  appears  safe  for  the  time  be- 
ing. 

The  political  situation  at  Waraaw  Is 
stationary.  As  a  result  of  Interviews 
which  Ignaee  Jan  Paderewekl  has  had 
with  General  PllsudskI,  Paderewakl 
has  agreed  to  form  a  new  cabinet, 
provided  the  Socialists  in  the  ministry 
withdraw  from  tbelr  predominating 
position.  General  PllsudskI  expressed 
himself  as  not  wishing  to  use  his  au- 
thority to  force  the  withdrawal  of

The  Government  rushed  up  a  squad- 
ron of  national  mounted  police  to 
escort  the  workers  to  safety. 

During  the  afternoon  street  cars 
were  overturned.  As  night  approached 
the  aituaUon  admittedly  waa  assum- 
ing grave  proportions.  Nearly  aU  the 
industries  in  the  city,  including  the 
transportation  lines,  have  been  par- 
alysed  by  a  24-hour  general  strike 
called  In  protest  against  the  "use  of 
force  by  the  state"  In  the  flght  on 
Tuesday,  in  wbloh  five  metal  workers 
were  kUled  aad  SO  wounded.

■trike  was  declared  by  the  regional 
labor  federmiMi,  which  was  formed 
a  few  years  ago  by  trades  unions  ex- 
pelled from  the  fifth  labor  congrsM 
because  of  alleged  anarohUitic  tenden- 
oles.

Such 
mitlgration,  it  is  pointed  out,  would  be 
granted  In  order  to  admit  of  the 
pasflinff  In  of  food  supplies  for  Csec- 
ho-81ovakia,  Poland  and  seottons  of 
Russia  and  other  territory  which  it 
Iv  desired  to  reach,  and  which  oannot 
be  reached  exoeilt,  through  territory 
which  the  Central^  Powers  are  hold- 
ing. 

Britain  and  ttnly  have  not  as  yet 
appointed  their  meitibers  of  the  in- 
ternational food  committee,  and  con- 
sequently revltualling  pfStn  under  the 
direction  of  Herbert  Hoover  have  not 
been  perfected.  This  delay  has  >ilso 
rendered  it  impossible  for  him  to  ar- 
range for  the  purchase  of  fats  and 
other  foodstuffe  urgently  needed  by 
the  populations  of  regions  evacuated 
by  the  German  army. 

While  complete  surveys  of  food 
conditions  in  evacuated  territories 
and  the  Centrnl  Empires  are  not  yet 
available,  partial  Inveatlgatlons  show 
lamentable  conditions,  requiring  im- 
mediate relief.  This  is  especially  the 
case  in  the  Balkans  and  iPoland. 

FISHERMEN  OFFER 

FOR  MDC5WEEPING 

LONDON.  Jmn.  9.  —  (Canadian 
Press  dispatch  from  Revter's). — Re- 
garding the  grievances  of  mine- 
sweepers, the  Admiralty  yesterday 
made  the  following  statement: 

"Naturally  the  Admiralty  has  done 
Its  best,  as  far  as  the  treasury  allow- 
ed it.  to  retain  the  services  of  trained 
mine-sweepers,  as  it  takes  some  time 
to  train  men  for  this  job,  and  their 
work  during  the  war  was  a  valuable 
asset  in  connection  with  mlae-sweep- 
ing  operations. 

"While    fully    recognising    that    the 
p«,y  cannot  compare  with  that  earned 
by    fishermen,    neither    the      treasury 
nor    the    Admir&lty      could      poeslbly 
compete      with    the   proceeds   derived 
from  the  fishing  industry.     When   the 
mlae-sweepere  were  asked  to  consid- 
er   the    Admiralty's    proposals    nearly 
all  agreed  to  them.     Testerday.  how* 
ever,   in   conssqusnce   of     suggestions 
received,    the    Admiralty    telegraphed 
saying  that  none  but  volunteers  need 
go   mine-sweeping,   yet   about    66   per 
rent  of  the  men  consented,  notably  at  I 
OHmsby.  where  practically  all  of  the  | 
men    volunteered.      At    other    places, 
where    the    men    were    non-restdenta, 
the    percentage     of   vohinteers     was 
lower. 

"Nobody  appreciated  more  than 
the  Admiralty  their  serrloe  and  the 
arduous  naturs  of  the  work." 

WILL  BE  TRIED  FOR 

MURDER  OF  JAURES 


PARIS,  Jan.  9. — ^Lord  Robert  Cecl>, 
who  has  arrived  here  with  the  first 
section  of  the  British  peace  delega- 
tion, expressed  the  opinion  to  the 
Associated  Press  today  that  the  defin- 
ite organisation  of  a  league  of  liatlohi 
Is  indispensable  as  a  first  step  toward 
the  conclusion  of  that  enduring  peace 
and  a  satisfactory  settlement  ot  Inter- 
national problems  which  have  arisen 
out  of  the  war. 

LfOrd  Robert  made  it  clear  that  his 
statements  were  personal  views  and 
not  an  attempt  to  give  the  views  of 
the  British  Government. 

"In  my  opinion,  a  league  of  nations 
Is  necessary  as  the  initial  step  In  the 
peace  negotiations,"  said  Lord  Robert. 
"It  la  not  only  necessary  to  insure 
peace,  but  also  for  the  proper  treat- 
ment of  many  International  questions 
which  must  be  considered  by  the 
peace  congress. 

"Joint  aotloa  In  an  organised  and 
recognised  form  is  necessary  in  order 
to  relieve  millions  of  people  who  are 
at  this  moment  destitute  of  fo<id  and 
other  necessaries  of  life,  owing  to  the 
unsettled  condition  of  the  world;  to 
regulate  permanently  many  vital  com- 
mon Interests  such  as  international 
railways,  ports,  waterways,  telegraph 
and  wireless,  the  use  of  the  air,  public 
health  and  the  protection  of  women 
and  juveniles  In  Industry;  and  to  dis- 
charge adequately  and  justly  the  re- 
s^nslbilitles  of  the  great  civilised  na- 
ti<AM  in.  such  a  great  matter  as  the 
protection  and  guidance  of  backward 
peoples.  It  is  the  sum  of  all  these 
recognised  joint  activities,  interests 
and  responsibilities  that  we  call  by 
the  name  of  'League  of  Nmtlons.' 

"It  is  our  business  to  give  this 
league  definite  form  here  and  now." 
Lord  Robert  made  it  clear  In  his 
talk  that  he  has  little  sympathy  with 
the  view  that  the  congress  may  grad- 
ually drift  Into  a  prolonged  session 
which  will  ultimately  become  a  league 
of  nations,  without  being  definitely 
and    positively  organized. 

"I  agree  that  this  congress  must 
regard  itself  as  the  first  regular  meet- 
ing of  the  natiofts  forming  the 
League,"  he  said,  "but  I  think  It 
would  be  a  dangerous  policy  to  let 
the  peace  congress  drift  along  aim- 
lessly without  reaching  a  positive  or- 
ganlsaUon  of  a  league  of  nations. 
Leaving  things  open  Is  hasardous  and 
gets  one  nowhere.  This  Impresses 
me  as  being  a  time  for  the  creation 
of  a  body  which  will  be  effecUvely 
organised  and  not  allowed  to  drop 
into  Inaction.  We  are,  moreover,  an- 
xious not  to  commit  the  democratic 
peoples  to  responsibilities  thsy  are 
not  prepared  deliberately  end  con- 
sciously to  accept.  It  is,  therefore, 
important  to  avoid  vagueness  and  to 
define  our  policy  clearly  and  openly." 
Asked  how  far  armaments  can  be 
limited  by  a  leamie  of  nations,  Liord 
Robert  replied: 

•That,  in  my  opinion.  Is  probably 
the  most  difficult  problem  the  peace 
congren  will  face.  Before  national 
goremments  had  effective  police  or- 
ganisations it  was  impossible  to  pre- 
vent Individuals  from  carrying  arms 
to  protect  themselves  against  outlaw- 
ry Laws  against  the  carrying  of  fire- 
arms can  now  be  enforced  until  the 
necessity  for  carrying  them  ceases  to 
exist.  So  it  Is  with  the  league.  In- 
dividual nations  will  hardly  be  will- 
ing to  disarm  until  they  are  sure  of 
peace  and  Justice  through  the  opera- 
tion of  the  league.  Moreover,  how 
can  any  ItroltaMon  of  armaments     be

General  Provisions 

Certain  restrictions  are  placed  upon 
tho  granting  of  the  gratuity.

It 
is  understood  that  the  proposed  scale 
Is  not  general,  but  that  It  applies  to 
only  *h.  few  offices  in  the  Inside  ser- 
vice, although  embracing  several 
branches  of  outsids  work. 

Several  workers  In  the  treasury  de- 
partment, it  Is  reported,  are  asking 
an  increase  of  about  $11  per  month, 
that  trill  bring  them  Into  the  $110 
class.*  Their  grievance  has  existed 
ever  since  the  conciliation  board  an- 
nounced its  award  last  Summer.

This  dis- 
closure is  made  in  a  report  from  a 
special  committee  which  was  filed  at 
the  City  Hall  yesterday. 

The  ratepayers  wlU  be  asked  next 
Thursday  to  record  their  opinion  as 
to  whether  the  site  should  be  bought 
at  the  cost  price  of  $87,600.  When 
they  go  to  the  polls,  however,  they 
will  realise  that  it  will  cost  nearly 
three  times  that  amount  to  complete 
the  work  of  turning  the  land  Into  a 
cemetery,  because  it  Is  the  Intention 
of  the  City  Council  to  publish  the  full 
details  of  the  purchase,  even  though 
th4  by-law  only  stipulates  for  the 
initial  outlay. 

The  site  is  Ipcated  In  the  Cedar  Hill 
district,  being  part  of  the  Tod  Farm, 
and  contains  94  acres.  According  \o 
the  report,  tbe  survey  win  cost  |2,000 
and  the  draining  $25,000.  Water 
mains  will  require  an  outlay  of  $18,- 
000,  and  roads  will  cost  $200  per 
acre.  The  surface  can  be  cleared 
and  prepared  at  an  average  cost  of 
$178  an  acre.  Ten  acres  will  prob- 
ably be  developed  at  first,  and  it  is 
estimated  that  the  final  coat  for  the 
whole  will  be  about  $98,000.  which, 
added  to  the  $37,600  cost  price, 
makes  the  grand  toUl  $130,600.

NANAIMO  ENFORCING       < 
EARLY  CLOSING  BY-UW 

NANAIMO,  Jan.  9.— The  new  Eairly 
Closing  By-law  has  now  come  into 
force,  having  been  finally  registered 
last  Saturday.  Whila  Its  contents  are 
generally  known,  there  Is  still  some 
uncertainty  as  to  some  of  \\x  provi- 
sions. The  by-law  supplements  the 
Provincial  law  regulating  business 
hours  and  carries  the  same  exceptions 
In  favor  of  restaurants,  tobacco  and 
candy  stores  as  are  Included  In  the 
Act.  It  may  be  assumed  Uiat  the  ymall 
suburban  stores  dealing  in  candles, 
soft  iVinks,  etc.,  are  not  subject  to  the 
new  regulations.  All  stores  In  the  cfly 
must  close  on  week  days  at  8  p.m.  On 
Saturday  they  may  remain  open  until 
9:80  and  on  Wednesdays  they  must 
close  at  1  o'clock.  Oh  the  night  be- 
fore a  statutory  holiday  stores  may  re- 
main open  until  9:30  o'clock. 

If  a  public  holiday  is  named  ib)'  a 
proclamation  Issued  after  Wednesday 
In  any  week,  the  half  holiday  having 
been  previously  observed,  then  the 
following  Wednesday  shall  not  be  ob- 
served as  a  half  holiday,  but  shall  be 
a  full  working  day.

Report  of.  Conference  of  'Medi- 
cal Health  Officers  Indicates 
That  People  Must  Exercise 
Greater  Precautions. 


S(»in«  ntartllntr  statements  on  the 
pi'evallins:  Spantsl).  InHuonza  situation 
are  cOnUined  In  the  report  which  has 
been  presented  to  Hon.  J.  D.  Mac- 
Lean.  MlnlMter  of  Bducatlon  and 
Provincial  Secretary  and  head  of  the 
Pr^Ttnclal  Health  Department,  by 
Dr,  n.-JS.  Tounff.  Provincial  Health 
Ofllow.  setting  fortlj  the  full  conclu- 
HloMi  arrived  at  at  the  conference 
held  on  Wednesday  between  the  med- 
leal  health  plttcers  of  Victoria.  Van- 
couvar,  Saanlch,  Oak  Bay  and  Baqul. 
malt  and  <the  department. 

It  la  stated  that  from  reports  from 
varioit*  parts  of  the  Province  the 
number  of  oasea  now  is  nearly  three 
times  that  whe.  the  epldemiu  raged 
during  October  an^J  November,  the 
coldar  weather  and  the  Christmas  thn- 
tlviUea  belnv  glvert  as  two  of  the 
chief  eauaea  for  the  preaen  toondl- 
tion. 

The  -report  recommends  to  the 
Minister  that  the  whole  matter  bo 
brouffht  <o  the  attention  of  tha  pub- 
lic act  aa  appaa)  ha  made  for  the 
aotlva  oo-operatlon  of  various  public 
haalth  bodies,  and  especially  women's 
organisations,  with  the  Provtnptel 
J««partment,  the  assertion  b«!nci*la4* 
that  the  epldemte  oan  ba  allmlnatod 
If  tlia  peoyla  thaauataOM  wlU  bat 
praetloa  eMtmnitary  preeaattons.  The 
report  seta  farth:. 

lAc^nae  'la  fltsm 

"From  the  reports  received  by  tha 
^eaUh  offlcera  in  thalr  difTcrent  «ta- 
trleta  It  was  very  evident  that  tha 
>»o»bar  «t  eases  at  present  in  from 
twato  thraa  Umea.a*  many  as  wera 
prsssnt  dnrlaff  the  eptdamie  In  O^o- 
■"'      and    Novcmbtr.      The 


not  so  scattered,  but  it  was  fo«nd 
that  in  families  more  members  of 
the  families  are  affecte^l.  This  has 
been  attributed  to  .the  fact  that  the 
wewther  is  colder,  ,an4  the  people 
have  been  remaining  more  In  .their 
houses  and  more  In  contact  with 
each  other.  It  is  also  the  opinion  of 
the  health  officers  that  the  type  Is 
more  severe. 

"Durinr  the  epidemic  In  October 
and  ISToyember  the  ages  of  the  pa- 
tients affected  were  between  20  and 
40  years  of  age.  Very  few  children 
and  elderly  people  were  taken  with 
the  disease.  In  Victoria  the-  freedom 
of  the  children  from-  the  attackH  was 
attributed  to  the~Tact  that  <the  schools 
were  closed  and  at  the  same  tinie  a 
b^n  was  placed  upon  moving  pictures 
uiidl  other  catherln«1i.  When  the  dis- 
ease began  to  subside^  late  In  Novem- 
ber tha  ban  was  removed.  Following 
tnis  the  Christmas  festlvlUes  began. 
A  great  many  private  dances  were 
held,  schools  ami  moving  pictures 
were' opened,  and  the  result  was  that 
the  children  became  affected,  so 
much  so  that  the  attendanoe  in  the 
schools  fell  by  at  least  60  per  cent, 
added  to  which,  a  ntunber  of  the 
teachers  were  also  incapacitated. 
Schoola 

"Soma  of  the  school  authortUes 
said  that  the  reduction  in  the  at- 
tendance was  so  great  that  It  was 
almost  Impossible  to  open.  In  view 
of  these  facts,  and  upon  the  Medksal 
Health  Officer  of  Victoria  being 
consulted,  he  advised  the  closing  of 
tho  schools  at  that  time,  which  the 
tr^steea  are  able  tb  do  without  the 
imposition  of  a  general  ban.  The 
trusUes  do  not  have  tha  powsr  to 
close  private  schools,  and  the  result 
has  been  that  the  object  hoped  for 
could  not  be  expected  to  t>e  obtained. 

"Aftef  full  discussion  the  medical 
oAoscs  advised, tha  Government  that 
in  ttieir  opinion  it  would  b«  advisa- 
ble to  wait  some  further  Ume  before 
Imposing  a  general  ban.  and  to  watch 
closely  the  eoorse  of  the  disease.  It 
was  fait  that  prshahty  tks  ln«f«ase 
in  the  number  oi  oAsas  was  due  to 
the  gathertnga  during  the  b(4May 
season,  and  that  within  anothar  week 
or  two  there  would  be  much  feww 
CMOS.  It  waa  also  felt  that  it  would 
not  be  advisable  to  eontJnue  tho  ban 
japon  the  schools  of  the  district  nnlees 
a  genaral  baa  was  reoommended,  and  j 


the  Medical  Health  Offleers  Have 
so  recommended  to  the  Government. 
But  they  wish  to  polht  out  that  the 
control  of  this  disease,  while  primar- 
ily a  matter  of  ragulatlona,  oan  only 
bo  efteottvely  adoempUShad  by  a 
strict  observance  on  the  part  of  the 
public  ,  of  the  terms  of  •  the  regula- 
tions. 

IMsease  of  Crowds 

"H  has  been  conclusively  pil>ven 
that  this  la  a  disease  of  crowds,  that 
the  disease  is  transmitted  by  contact, 
by  the  common  use  'of  utensils  and 
drinking  vessels  and  towels.  The 
people  are  urged  to  observe  the  sim- 
ple regulations'  that  the  Medioal 
Health  Officers  have  .from  time  to 
time  given  in  thla  respect.  Avoid 
crowds!  Put  off  at  meetings  thi^ 
■k-e  not  absolutely  necessary.  Keep 
your  houses  well  aired.  Keep  the 
dhildren  away  from  gatherings  of  all 
sorts. 

"Thoy  will  be  looked  after  In  the 
school.  If  they  go  there  and  show 
any  indication  of  being  affected  they 
Will  be  sen/thome  Immediately,  but  It 
would  not  be  of  much  use  to  look 
after  them  in  the  school  if  they  were 
to  go  home  and  then  be  allowed  to 
io  to  a  moving  picture  show.  It  is 
being  i|rged  upon  the  moving  picture 
managers  to  advise  their  patrona  of 
the  dangers  the  children  will  run  by 
attending  these  places  of  assembly.  If 
the  managers  will  co-operate  with  th^ 
health  authorities  there  will  be  less 
chance  of  a  general  ban  being  recom- 
Anended. 

"The  same  reeommendations  apply 
to  ordinary  pUces  of  assembly,  sucb 
as  poolrooms.  There  is  no  objection 
to  people  playing  a  gam*  of  billiards, 
but  the  proprietors  should  prevent  a 
large  gathering  of  spectators  to  the 
games.

The  dlsfrste 
oemes  on  suddenly  and  the  memant 
the  person  feels  that  they  have  been 
attacked  they  should  go  to  bed  at 
once,  send  for  tho  dootor  nad  follow 
his  dlreetlona  The  greatest  number 
of  the  fatalities  arise,  not  from  the 
inlhieBaa  Itself,  but  from  the 


quences  of  the  disease  and  these  are 
brought  about  by  getting  out  of  bed 
too  soon  and  suffering  a  relapse. 

Heavy  Mortality 
■  "In  Vancouver  a  large  emergency 
hospital  la  being  erected  in  order  to 
take  care  of  the  floating  cases  which 
are  always  found  in  seaport  towns. 
Care  on  the  part  of  the  patient  and 
good  nursing  will  prevent  80  per  cent 
of  the  deaths.  People  do  not  realise 
what  the  mortality  has  been."  says 
the  report,  and  goes  on  to  pplnt  out 
"that  in  1*17  the  number  of  deaths 
reported  from  49  i registration  dis- 
tricts in  British  Columbia,  which  com- 
prises probably  00  iter  cent  of  the 
population,  was  991]  for  tbe  three 
months  of  OctobeV.  November  and 
December.  The  reports  of  deaths  for 
tho  same  three  mohths  In  1918  was 
2,838,  to  which  must  be  added  940' 
deaths  in  October.  November  and 
December  amongst  the  Indians.  The 
increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  In 
1918  is  attributed  entirely  to  the  In- 
fluenza. There  has  been  no  Increase 
in  the  normal  death  rate  of  the 
Province. 

•Wo  do  not  know,  and  never  will 
know,  the  actual  number  pf  cases  of 
influenza,  but  we  do  know  that  all 
the  members  of  mariy  families  are 
affected  and  they  must  be  looked 
after,  and  we  ask  that  the  different 
organizations  will  take  this  matter 
up.  Women's  Institutes.  Red  Cross. 
I.  O.  D.  E.  and  other  orders  have  the 
organisations  ready  to  hand  and  ft 
seems  a  pity  that  the  perfect  organi- 
zation that  was  displayed  by  these  or- 
ders durtng  the  war  could  not  be 
utilized  in  the  war  against  influenza. 
We  respectfully  suggest  to  the  clergy 
and  to  the  officials  of  all  organisa- 
tions that  they  oo-operate  with  the 
health  authorities  and  organise  a 
staflT  that  will  render  assistance  to 
those  afflicted  and  who  are  so  great- 
ly in  need  of  help  at  this  time.  The 
epidemic  can  be  controlled  and 
stamped  out.  but  it  must  be  by  the 
obMrvance  of  the  regulations  laid 
down  and  the  hearty  and  thorough 
co-operation  of  the  people  them- 
selves."

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In  view  of  the  reported  sinking  of 
the  "unsinkable"  ship  Lucia,  an  ar- 
ticle appearing  in  "Marine  Engineer- 
ing" of  Canada  is  of  timely  interest. 

"No  vessel  can  be  made  other 
than  relatively  safe,"  says  the  ar- 
ticle. "The  modem  steamship  is  en- 
ormously safer  than  the  steamship 
of  twenty  or  thirty  years  ago,  whfen 
the  penetration  of  the  single  plate, 
which  coiustituted  the  skin,  meant 
that  the  inrush  of  water  coul^  find 
its  way  fore  and  aft,  and  to  port 
and  starboard.  But  the  Unsinkable 
ship  has  yet  to  be  built. 

"That  is  not  to  say  th^t  naval  ar- 
chitects could  not  design,  and  ^that 
shipbuilders  and  engineers  could^  not 
construct,  something  in  the  form  of  a 
vessel  which  would  be  very  nearly 
unsinkable — ^that  is,  which  would 
only  sink  after  it  had  been  destroyed 
afioat  and  converted  into  a  mass  of 
unrelated  parts.  The  design  of  such 
a  craft  might  be  based  on  one  or 
other,  of  two  Ideas,  both  of  which 
have  been  strongly  advocated  many 
times,  but  neither  of  them  has  yet 
been  proved  to  be  prcMtlcabie. 

"They  both  failed  because  they  did 
not  take  cognisance  of  the  fact  that 
a  ship  must  do  more  than  float.  She 
must  also  engage  in  trading  enter- 
prises, otherwise  she  is  only  a  curi- 
osity of  design  and  workmanship, 
representing  the  soundness  of  a 
theory,  but  also  the  absolute  use- 
lessness  of  that  theory  for  any  prac- 
tical purpose.  And  although  a  good 
deal  is  being  said  now  about  pro- 
tection from  enemy  mines  and  sub- 
marines, much  of  it  is  valueless  be- 
cause It  does  jiot  i^ead  to  any  re-. 
suit.  ... .  'r  -,  'j/i*"  '■  •■.*   • 

"The  first  idea  is  extreme  subdivi- 
sion. Let  a  ship  be  subdivided  into 
such  a  large  number  of  watertight 
eompartmenU  that,  no  matter  where 
she  is  struck,  the  number  of  those 
torn  open  will  not  be  sufficient  to 
disturb  the  buojwncy  of  the  vessel. 
And  let  there  be  longitudinal  as  well 
as  cross  bulkheads,  let  all  the  bulk- 
heads be  carried  well  a<>ove  the 
water  line,  and  let  there  be  no  doors 
in  the  bulkheads.  This,  combined 
with  a  double  skin  all  fore  and  aft, 
the  two  skins  well  apart,  and  the 
space  between  cut  up  Into  wateriight 
compartments,  would,  so  the  advo- 
cates of  this  system  say,  Insure  buoy- 
ancy in  spite  of  any  imaginable  ac- 
cident. So  would  the  other  idea  of 
arranging  In  or  about  a  ship  so  much 
buoyant  material  as  would  keep  her 
afloat. 

"The  second  idea  may  be  dismissed 
In  a  very  few  words.  It  would  be 
totally  Impossible  to  flt  in  or  about 
a  modem  steamship  as  much  buoy- 
ant material  as  Would  keep  her  afloat 
once  her  own  buoyancy  was  abol- 
ished, or  even  .  partially  abolished.  A 
steamship  would  have  to  carry  m. 
cargo  of  cork,  and  even  then  her  own 
weight  would  probably  be  more  than 
the  cargo  would  support.  If,  on  the 
other  hand,  the  buoyant  materials 
were  airtight  cases  or  compartments, 
the  idea  is  simply  that  of  subdivision 
under   another   name. 

"Subdivision  presents  difficulties  so 
great  that,  ao  far  as  can  be  seen  at 
present,  it  is  impracticable,  and  it  has 
Inren  been '  argued  that,  subdivision 
might  actually  constitute  a  danger — 
especially   longitudinal   subdivision. 

"A  ship  cannot  be  a  successful 
economic  unit  if  she  is  handicapped 
by  her  design  or  by  the  number  arnl 
extent  of  the  safety  devices  which  nbe 
carries.  Absolute  safety  is  not  re- 
concilable with  even  modem  effici- 
ency. One  of  the  moat  recitnt  plans 
for  making  ships  Immune  from  sink- 
ing by  mine  or  torpedo  Includes  the 
suggestion  that  all  their  engines  and 
boilers  should  be  In  duplicate.  That 
in  itself  rules  out  the  Whole  plan 
as  Impracticable.  'A  ship  can  iko 
more  carry  about  a  deadweight  of 
useless  machinery  than  it  can  carry 
at  some  distance  from  eaush  of  its  sides 
a  screen  of  anti-torpedo  netting  or 
steel  plates. 

"With  regard  to  all  safety  devices 
there  ave  two  questions  that  must  'be 
asked.  If  it  is  a  matter  of  internal  de- 
sign, would  It  seriously  impair  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  vessel  for  trading  pur- 
poses, either  by  misusing  sp4tce  or  re- 
ducing speed  relative  to  horse  power? 
"If  it  is  a  matter  of  outside  protec- 
tion, would  H  raduee  speed  or  spoil 
the  vessel's  steeriag  and  manoeinrring 
capacity?  If  the  answer  to  elthar  is 
jros.  tha  plaa  will  aot  da"
